But after the deliberate passags ol laws oon-
ferring aright upon this Bocicty which was already
enjoyed by others, il the design now is to rescind
these laws and deprive the Asylum of this City of
their share of & fund which other gnoietien are
left inthe participation of, the Managers of this
Bociety deem it their duty to remonstrate against
“f such action by the Legislatare.

{ the laws are in any respect ambigoous or
doubtful, it might be proper to modily them so as
to leave no room for question, though it is very
fir from being evident to your remonstrants that
there is any such obscurity in the prescnt laws;
and the tenacity with which the Board of Educa-
tion has held to a construction of the laws ditfer.
ing from that of the Btate Buperintendent and also
from the opinion of the Court to whom the ques
tion has been submitted, should not, perhaps, be
ruiagludad as & certain proof that there in intrinsic
difliculty, when we find them following it up with
an application like the present, looking more like
a peraonal controversy than a cand d regard for
the just rights of all parties interesced in public
education.

Btill your remonstrants do not oppose such
modification ns shall seem proper to the Legisla-
ture, and which shall leave the Bociety upon an
equal footing with othera: but they do object to
such partial action as is called for by the Board of
Education,

The Managers of the Bociety respectiudly show
that they have oarefully observed the require-
ments of the law, according to their understand-
ing thereof. They have made no claim except for
children actually uu%ht in the School of the Asy-
lum, and all of them inmates of and supported by
the institution ; and they respectfally submit that
it is right and proper that a share of the Comiion
School Fund should be allotted to them ns is now
provided by Inw. The children belonging to the
Asylum are of & tender ajze od destitate of pa
rental care ; they need to be constantly under the
guardinuship of those whom this institution has
placed in charge of them. It would be crusl to
gend them out into District Bchools; most ofthem
are too young to be trustad by themselves, and
all can be better looked siter and watched over
and educated within the walls of the Asylam by
persons whem the Managers have specially em-
ployed for that Lnu rpose, than by committing them
to tenchers in the District Behiools who have no

articular interest in this institation, and cannot

»0 expected to have o much at beart the great
charity for which it was established, as the Man.
ngers and those employed by them.

The Managers of the Society believe that the
proceeding of the Board of Edueation is not one
that shou!d commend itself to the favorable con-
sideration of the Legislature; and, as trustees of

an institation which bas heretofore been jastly
held in high esteem by the citizens of Brooklyn,
they interpose this remonstrance agalust any past
u:l.fon by the Legislature aud pray that! befora
the subject shall be fiually disposed of, they may
be heard before a Committee of one or both
Houses and the whale subject be fairly considered.

WianTe SLAVERY —A merchant sssures us that
several Southern customers now here regret their
inability to buy goods of thase who have hitherto
supplied them because thoss houses bave been
denounced (most of them falsely) throughout the
South as Abolitionists, whom it is moral tresson
for a Southern man to trade with, They under-
stand the trick themselves, but their neighbors do
not; and they say they dare nol buy as they
would, through fear of obloquy and injury at
home. This is s melancholy evidence that Slavery
is not confined to any class, race or section, but
spreads its web over the whole Union.

—We will give these Southern merchants a
hint which may be of use to them. Weonee had

a very liberal circulation in the South, most of
which we have lost, but some of it still romains.

The Yankee schoolmasters, clerks, agents, &ec.
who like The Tribune were generally obliged to
discontinue it, through fear of opprobriam, mob-
law and Lymching. But we have a fair list of
old fashioned Bouthrons, well known as extensive
planters and slavebolders, who, though they dis.
sent from some of our views, like to read The
Tiibune and will, because they can afford it. One
of them lately told a neighbor who ventured to
hint to him that be ought to stop The Tribuie,
that he happened to own & hundred and odd ne-
groes, which he considéred his own business, and
if any man who owned more saw it to lectare
him as to the journals he chose to take or insino-
ate that his fidelity to the South war questiona
ble, be would bear it; but if any personnot s
slavebolder, or owning fewer slaves than he did,
ever ngain mentioned the subject to him, he should

bald that intermeddler to a personal respanaibili-
ty. He has henrd nothing more on the sahject.

From this raport we get the following interest-
ing facts:

The whole number of alions, subject to bonds or
commutation, who arrived at the port of New-York
during 1850, was 7,002 less than daring the pre-
ceding year.

This decrease arose entirely from the diminish-
ed emigration from Germany. The falling off of
this class of emigration amounts to about one-
fifth, the number of (Germans arriving at this port
being 45,339, against 55,700 of the year 1840,

The emigration {rom Ireland bas continued, as
heretafore, to exceed largely that from any other
country, and to increase numerically and in pro-
portion to the whole, hiaving exceeded, by 21,274,
the whoie pumber arriving from other countries.

The statistics of emigration to this port, and ofthe
relief afforded to destitute diseasad aliens under
the operation of this commission, present the fol-
lowing result

The great amelioration of the mode of carrying
passengers, since 1845, has continued generally to
exercise its beneficial influence during the {ul
year. Bome few exceptions, chiefly in foreign
vessels, bave, by the disease and mortality pro-
duced from defective ventilation, crowded ships,
and bad food, strongly attested the importance of
the general improvement and the necessity of
rigldly enforcing &ll laws for the prevention of
such evils.

The whole number of persons who have, in va-
rious ways, been chargeable to the Commissioners
for vecasional temporary aid, up tolong continued
support nnd medicsl care, was over 50,000, or
above 10 000 more than during 1840

The funds of the Commission are now mainly
Aerived from the payment of &1 70 from each
wllen pussenger, in commutation for the securicies
required by the act of April 11, 1410 There ara
some small sdditions to theso receipts, from eol:
\ections from bonds given by owners or consiza-
ees, or received from them by compromige, or for
pennlties for violation or neglect of the require-
ment of 1aw, and also from other contingencies of
small amount.
